The “reason” assigned by the corre- 
spondent of the Gazette is not only insuf- 
ficienj in itself but exactly the reverse of 
a statement made by us several months 
ago. Replying to a direct complaint of the 
Commercial we took occasion to explain 
our views in regard to newspaper discus- 
sions in an article that was extensively 
copied at the time. We declared, in gen- 
eral terms, our distrust of debates as a 
means Of arriving at truth, which should 
be the object of all who speak and write; 
and we assured the Commercial in partic- 
ular that our neglect to notice its polem- 
ical suggestions did not proceed from any 
source gheomplimentary to it, bat either 
from a lack of appreciation of the impor. 
tance of the topics put forward or else 
from an indisposition to become a party 
to a mere quibble of words. At the same 
time we assured the Commercial, in a 
humorous way, that an occasion might 
arise when it would become necessary for 
us to pay it even more attention than it 
would find pleasant and profitable. The 
occasion has arrived which renders it ap- 
propriate for us to pay it a good deal of 
attention, and we have done so accordingly, 
with how much courtesy and good temper 
we leave the public to decide. 

A good deal has been said about our ig- 
noring newspapers and individuals. On 
this point we have to say that we ignore 
no one whose merits and manners claim 
attention at our hands, But we demand 
two conditions precedent to every discus- 
sion. First, the subject itself must justify 
discussion. And, second, the disputant 
must bring to the discussion a mind tree of 
bias, an amiable disposition and a courte- 
ous bearing. We avoid intempcrate as we 
avoid yainglorious displays of every sort; 
and we never sacrifice the public interest 
‘by efforts at egotistic, gladiatorial prowess, 
It is our sincere belief that such pergonal 
exhibitions are mean and indecent; that 
they confound the public judgment; that 
they corrupt the public morals; that they 
pander only to an ignoble, petty self-love, 
and obscure at once the facts under inves- 
tigation and the reason of these who un- 
dertake the investigation. Our sense of 
duty, our habits of thought and action, 
and our principles, alike forbid such an 
attempt, and we defy any one to point to 
a line in the CounreR- JouRNAL indicating 
the slightest ill-will towards any of its con- 
temporaries. When one of them feels 
itself neglected, it may rest assured that it 
overrates or we underrate the importance 
of the special topic at issue, or else that it 
has proposed to discuss itin a tone and 
style out of harmony with that freedom 
from excitement and friendliness of bear- 
ing which should animate all candid and 
earnest and fearless seekers after truth. 

In our dealings with the Commercial, 
as with all other presses, it has not crossed 
our mind whether the paper is first class 
or fourth class, great or small. A great 
mind may shine oui of an obscure corner, 
whilst. a little soul and leas wit are often 
found in the most famous places. Merit 
alone, merit per se, is the standard by 
which we measure all things, and nothing 
gives us greater pleasure than its discov- 
ery where we least expected it.

A 
short, general sketch will enable the reader 
to belter appreciate the details which will fol- 
low. The building consisis in a basement story 
sumk about four feet below the level of the side- 
walk; a principal fleor, alout seven feet above 
level; @ secompd and third stories, and in 
some paris an attic. The front on Sixth street 
shows three pevilions, a central one slightly in 
advance, and two laterals somewhat in the rear 
of the ground line. Over the pavilions, forming 
tle corner of Sixth and Jefferson, rises a clock 
tower of handseme proportions, In examining 
tke building tm detail, we will first give an idea 
of its exterior before visiting the different 


floors. 

THE FRONT ON SIXTH STREET, 
betne the principal, | as tn comsequence received 
the greatest development, and puts principally 
tn evidence the style of the building. The base- 


umaBs, 
from the building, enclosing the triple entrance 
by which access is gained to thé principal floor. 
They are of the Doric order, and lend to the 
whole story ite character of sobriety. The en 
tabk ment, with its triglyphs and denticules, the 
windows without jambs and of simple form, the 
entrance closed by irom gates, ail add to this 
aspect of simplicity and force. 

In the second story, more removed from the 
dally chance of accident and from hard usage, 
at a distance which enables the eye to take in 
and examine the whole, the style becomes more 
elegant, and the Corinthian columns surplum)bing 
those bemeath, announce @ greater freedom of 
design. The windows are taciosed by small 
columnated jambs, divided by mulitons of the 
same siyle,anpd the two bays are spanned by 
Suted arches, whose iympans of sione are each 
occupied by a Otting ornament. These windows 
open at the higbt of a stone balustrade, which 
occupies the breadth of each and the space be- 
tween the pedestals of the columas on the bal- 
copy. Between the windows, and at the hight 
of the spring of the arches, there reigns an 
Orpate band, which places these latter well in 
evidence, and completes the genéral style. In 
this story, where the lateral pavilions recede, 
the corners are masked Corinthian pilasters. 
Throughout the length of the front runs a rich 
entablement, the face of which is orsamented 
with sculpture,and the cornice supported by 
consols. 

THE STORY ABOVE 
is of diminished bight, and as its distance 
would cause the details of the Oner ornaments 
to be upappreciated, it takes a simpler character: 
yet one not altogether removed from is prede- 
cessor, Bere the columns are replaced by 
Pilasieis, amd an iron failing encloses te 
balcony, which rests on the columns of the 
second story. The windows, though with the 
same general features of those beneath, are more 
sober of ornament; the lines of the moldings, 
and especially of the enlablement, become more 
bold and . Am open iron crete on this 
entablement completes the height of the build- 
ing, save im the pavilions, which show an attic 
story more and are terminated—ihe laterals 
squarely, with a heavy cornice, supported by 
consols. and bearing a sione balustrade as cro*«n- 
img, and the cenirel ope in gable with a figure of 
Justice on the apex.

The lock-up is arranged in 
the same manner, having two stories of cells ; 
ample provision is made for light and ventilation.

THE PRINCIPAL FLOOR 

is by a fight of irom sieps up tothe main vesti- 
bule, where it meets the main entrance from 
Sixth street. A corridor corresponding to the 
ore on the cround flvor runs from norfh to south, 
the spece above the roll-calling hall being occu- 
pied by the main stairs to the other stories. On 
this floor, fronting on Jefferson street, we have 
the Mayor’s public office and rooms for the May- 
or’s attorney and for a library. On Sixth street 
we find the private office of His Honor, with of- 
fices for the Assessor, Assistant Assessor, and 
City Court Clerk, while the Treasurer and City 
Attorney occupy rooms on the opposttie side of 
the corridor. These offices are all of sufficien' 
capacity, and nearly all provided with safes for 
securing their books, papers, etc. The principal 
stair-case, by a doubie fligkt of steps, leads us to 
the second story, which is allotted, in greater 
part. to the deliberative bodics of the city gov- 
ernm:+nt. The Aldermen's chamber occupies, 
with its ante-room, all the front on Jeffcrson 
street, and haa near it the necessary committee 
rooms, etc. 

The Council chamber is placed immediately 
over the court room, having an entrance on either 
side of the staircase fiom a corridor similar to 
those on the lower floor, like the court room. 
) These chambers are two stories in height, having 
galleries on a level with the third story.

The trio then went,at the suggestion of one of tae 
strangers, to the “All-pight House,”’on Broad- 
way, Opposite the depot. Here they were fur- 
nisbed with cards, and they retired to a room in 
the rear of the bar ana began to play cards. 
After they had been playing for some time, 
Doyle discovered that his mopey was missing. 
He informed his new acquatiutances that he had 
lest $260, and they generousiy offered to telp 
him 10 find it. They searched his pockets. but 
found nothing. They all went out of the saloon 
together. Doyle wentito his lodging place, and 
the other men have not been seen :inte. Doyle 
thinks be must have been drugged, for he has a 
very inoistinct recollection of what occurred at - 
the Ali-night House. He slept nearly ail 
day yesterday, and 
come to §6©hhbimeelif last 
is under the impression that the men drugged 
him and stole his money. Other partics saw 
him have a copsiderabie quantity of money, and 
his statement is fully corroborated by others 
who were familiar wih the circumstances. 
That Mr. Doyle lost his money there is no 
doubt, and it ls almos« equally certain that his 
new-made friends took it from him. A full de- 
scription of the men was given to officer Schmidt, 
who will work the case up, and probably bring 
the men to justice. But Doyle has lost his crop 
of greens, and be has the sweet reflection that 
his misforiune was brought about by his own in- 
discretion.
